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This is a decision on the petition filed November 9, 2007 under 37 CFR 1 .137(a) to revive the 
above-identified application. The petition will be treated under 37 CFR 1.181 to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 to withdraw the holding of abandonment is GRANTED. 
The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a) is DISMISSED AS MOOT. 

The Office contended that the above-identified application became abandoned for failure to 
timely reply to the Notice to File Corrected Application Papers, mailed March 28, 2007, which 
set a non-extendable period for reply of 60 days from the mail date of the Notice. Having 
received no reply, the Office considered the application abandoned on May 28, 2007. A Notice 
of Abandonment was mailed on October 22, 2007. 

The Office received a proper Power of Attorney and Correspondence Address Indication Form 
on February 28, 2007. Unfortunately, the Office did not promptly enter the requested changes. 
This error resulted in the March 28, 2007 Notice being mailed to an out of date correspondence 
address. The requested changes were not entered into Office databases until March 30, 2007. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is granted . The holding of abandonment is withdrawn. The 
$255.00 petition fee will be credited to deposit account no. 50-2586. 

There is no need to re-mail the Office action in question, as petitioner has submitted a response 
to it with the present petition. 
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After the mailing of this decision, the application file will be forwarded to Publications Division 
for consideration of the corrected drawings filed on November 9, 2007.
